In line with his belief that the 
United States may one day pick up 
her European marbles and toddle 
home, Mr. DeGaulle is building 
his own nuclear forces. Instead of 
joining wholeheartedly into the 
NATO combined nuclear force, as 
others suggest, the French leader 
insists upon going it on his own, 
One day, he blieves, the United 
States will pull up Liege and zo 
home. In order to avoid strangula~ 
tion, De Gaulle is preparing for this 
pullout. He should stop, since no 
such pullout will come. Western 
military preparedness in Europe to 
an important extent depends upon 
the role France chooses to take. If 
she joins the alliance and pledges 
her proper share, western unity 
will be insured. If she does not, 
the military complexion of the West 
will take a turn for the worst. 

President De Gaulle of France is 
in a unique position to benefit the 
cause of freedom. If he abandons 
his childish notion of his own nu- 
clear force and if he allows Britain 
a berth in the Euromart, that hene- 
fit will be achieved. But if De- 
Gaulle insists upon building his 
own atomic arsenal and upon bar 
ring Britain's entrance into the 
Euromart; he will endanger west: 
ero. unlly Mon, the members

Fraternity Rushing Rules 


I. For the purpose of rushing, a freshman is defined as any — 
student entering college for the first time. If a student has at- 
tended another college for at least one semester before the Uni- 
versity of Rhode Island, he is not regarded as a freshman by 
the council. 

2. There shall be no written or oral agreement, expressed or 
implied, made with any freshman prior to or during the rushing — 
period; no written bid will be given until the time specified 
by the council. 

3. A registration fee of one dollar & fifty cents that is not re~ 
fundable will be paid to the council by any made freshman de- 
sirous of pledging a fraternity. This payment will be made at 
some time prior to the opening of the formal rush period. Any 
student not registering during the prescribed period will auto- 
matically forfeit his privilege of joining a fraternity unless a satis- 
factory excuse is given to the executive council of the IFC.
